SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—Northern 
California was blacked out for 65 
minutes early today when the army 
air corps’ fourth interceptor com- 


mand flashed a “red” alert indicat- | 


ing overhead.” 

The army ordered police here to 
broadcast a “blue” warning indi- 
cating approaching aircraft at 2:18 
m. PST and a fe wminutes la- 
ter issued the “red” alarm. 

All California from Bakersfield to 
Oregon state line was ordered black- 
ed out. Radio stations were order- 
ed off the air. 

(‘A report received at McClellan 
Field, army air depot at Sacramen- 
to. said that “hostile aircraft” ap- 
proaching the coast caused the 
alarm, Authorities refused to elab- 
orate.)) 

The all clear was issued at 3:23 
m. 

Los Angeles radio stations also 
were ordered4o cease broadcasting 
except for one-minute announce- 
ments every hour and the federal 
communications forbade any an- 
nouncements as to when they might 
return to the air. 

San Francisco, lashed by an army , 
commander for its “criminal apa-| 
thy” toward its first air raid warn-'| 
ing Monday night, did better today | 
and blacked almost completely dur- 
ing the alarm. | 

Lieut. Gen. John L. DeWitt, the 
commander of the Fourth Army, 
last night bawled out a civil defense 
council meetings for the city’s com- 
placence during army-ordered air- 
raid alarms Monday night and 
warned that “death and destruction 
are likely to come to this city at any 
moment.” 

He urged civilians, however, not 
to be jittery. 

“Turn off your lights and then sit 
there and take it,” he said ‘“‘There’s 
nothing else you can do. If you 
can’t take it, get out of San Fran- 
cisco.”

Hitler would declare war on the 
United States shortly at a meeting 
of the Reichstag in Berlin. 

Developments on other main war 
sectors: 

SINGAPORE — London acknowl- 
edged the 35,000-ton battleship 
Prince of Wales and the 32,000-ton 
battle cruiser Repulse had been sunk 
apparently by Japanese air attacks 
off the east coast of Malaya, where 
the Japanese battled to make a 
second landing only 200 miles north 
of the Singapore naval base. Fight- 
ing continued on the coast of north- 
east Malaya near Kota Bahru air- 
drome. German dispatches, which 
appeared to be deliberately distort- 
ed, said Tokyo also claimed the 
“almost certain” sinking of the 
British battleship King George V. 

TOKYO — An Oficial news agency 
broadcast quoted the government 
spokesman as asknowledging the loss 
of two transports and damage to 
two others. The loss of 13 army 
planes also was admitted, but the 
spokesman claimed that Japan had 
“smashed the main force” of the 
United States fleet. 

MELBOURNE — Japanese again 
bombed the island of Nauru, north-
